[ is sometimes claimed that 

progress in goods bodywork 

has lagged behind chassis 
development. If this is true, 
the indictment is more against 
the operator than against the manufacturer, for it is 
in the design of bodywork that the operator is able to 
give his ideas relatively free play. 

Successive Commercial Motor Shows have, however, 
offered evidence of lively imagination on the part of 
both users and bodybuilders in evolving vehicles for 
specialized applications. Indeed, in some instances, the 
free expression of ideas in bodywork has been hampered 
entirely by chassis layout, notably in the case of vehicles 
for collection and delivery work. 

hat difficulty is gradually being overcome by placing 
the engine in a position in which it does not interfere 
with easy access to the cab and control platform height 
too rigidly, and by using smaller wheels. These changes 
in design go a long way towards meeting the basic needs 
of operators engaged on collection and delivery, and 
facilitate the design of the ideal body. 

With each succeeding year there has been a growing 
tendency towards specialization in bodywork, with 
consequent limitations upon its use. There is, however, 
no reason why a vehicle should not be suitable for 
several highly specialized applications without loss of 
flexibility. The solution of the problem lies in inter- 
changeable bodywork, of which the container is the 
traditional example. 


Great Scope for Development 

Only the fringe of development in this sphere has so 
far been touched. Admittedly, it is already possible to 
interchange bodies for bulk liquid and powdered loads 

probably the most specialized of all—with other types 
having more varied applications. Prime movers for 
articulated outfits can also be readily converted into 
short-wheelbase rigid tippers. The seeds of a great idea 
have been sown and a rich harvest may be expected in 
the years to come. 

The first step is to eliminate the basic platform on 
which a container is normally carried, and to regard 
interchangeable bodies as stillages. An obvious advant- 
age is a saving in weight, but it may be possible also to 
reduce cost. A wide range of operational benefits is also 
opened up—a theme developed in the centre-pages

article published this’ week. 

Here, again, the co-operation of 
the chassis manufacturer is 
desirable, for to exploit the 
system to the full the use of air 
suspension, to raise the chassis under loaded body 
stillages supported on legs, is envisaged. With this 
provision it should be possible to use one chassis with a 
number of varied bodies and to obviate the need for 
hoists. 

The stillage could be loaded at a convenient time to 
await the arrival of the chassis and could be employed 
at a depot where no overhead tackle was available to lift 
a normal container. Moreover, in the case of break- 
down on the road it could easily be transferred from one 
chassis to another. The advantages of flexibility in 
handling are obvious and have been proved by 
experience. 


Bodies Offer 


Two Bodies for Each Chassis 


As The Commercial Motor reported on December 19, 
1958, a C-licensee has obtained material benefits from 
interchangeable bodies on a fleet of nine vehicles 
engaged on long-distance haulage. Two are provided 
for each prime mover. Empty and loaded bodies are 
placed on the chassis by overhead gear, and a depot 
shuttle tractor, converted from an old model purchased 
for a few pounds, undertakes the necessary internal 
movements. 

The operators have been able to eliminate night work 
in loading and to avoid delay in departures of vehicles in 
the morning. It is estimated that it has been possible to 
reduce the fleet by at least one vehicle. Moreover, a 
driver can stay with a prime mover throughout its life, 
and, because he takes a pride in his permanent charge, 
the efficiency of fleet operation has been increased. 

Apart from direct operational advantages, there are 
benefits in maintenance, for with the body removed the 
chassis is readily accessible for service. A vehicle of this 
kind, with also a tilt cab, would reduce maintenance 
time to a minimum. 

It may be that interchangeable bodies will, in some 
instances, overcome the prohibition on the switching of 
vehicles between bases’ without permission from the 
Licensing Authorities. As Mr. W. P. James, West 
Midland Licensing Authority, made clear last week, 
even British Road Services are not excepted from this 
ban. 
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Tax Cut at No Cost? 


ECAUSE the National Coal Board find it difficult 
to compete against fuel oil, and privately admit that 
they cannot sell coal at the same cost per therm, the 
Government may be forced to protect the mining 
industry by putting a tax of perhaps 2d. a gallon upon 
fuel oil. Notwithstanding the arguments for and 
against such an impost, there would be a just cause for 
reducing the tax on fuels, both petrol and derv, used 
in road vehicles 
A duty on fuel oil could not be justified as a revenue- 
getter if its primary purpose is protectionist, but revenue 
would naturally be yielded. As the consumption of 
such oil exceeds that of petrol and derv, the duty on 
these could then easily be cut by over 2d. a gallon 
The effect would be that the return from the new tax 
would be balanced by the fall in the other, and the 
Exchequer could not be said to profit by the need to 
impose a protectionist levy 
It is a matter for conjecture as to how a new tax 
would be applied, but Sir James Bowman, chairman 
of the N.C.B., has said, while observing that half of the 
reduced demand for coal was because of competition 
from oil, that in fields where coal could have been used 


during 1956-58 the consumption of oil rose from 19m 
to 23.8m. tons of coal equivalent. This would represent 
approximately 12m. to 16m. tons of oil, and would 
appear to be an overestimate. 

In 1956 the tonnage of fuel oils delivered to all kinds 
of user, including 2m. tons consumed by the refineries 
themselves, was, at slightly over 11m. tons, less than 
Sir James’ assessment of the proportion competitive with 
coal. The amount with which he is concerned may 
have stood at 9.3m. tons in 1957. This was about 
25 per cent. more than the consumption of road fuels 
in that year. On this basis, a tax of 2d. a gallon on 
fue! oils could be offset by a reduction of 24d. in the 
duty on road fuels. 

Whatever the demerits of the possible new tax might 
be, much has been said for a cut in the burden of road- 
fuel taxation, which is over £300m. a year. If the 
Government are persuaded to make a fiscal adjustment 
to aid the N.C.B., it could be hoped that they might, 
at no real cost, make a modest reduction to help road 
transport. For many of those who use fuel oil, the blow 
of a price increase would be softened by cheaper petrol 
and derv

Something to Gas About 

AST month the works of the Zenith Carburetier Co., 

Ltd., at Honeypot Lane, Stanmore, Middx., were the 

scene of an historic event of great interest to the company 
and no doubt to many of their customers. There, on 
December 29, Mr. J. D. Richards, the chairman, waited 
at the end of the assembly line to receive the millionth 
British-made Zenith carburetter produced during the year.

Traffic Patrols Reduce Accidents 
HE haulage industry of the State of Georgia, U.S.A., has 
formed a useful group of about 140 volunteer members, 
who act as a co-operative safety patrol, carrying out their 
work in 11 cities. They have already sent in some 3,000 
reports for or against the conduct of drivers 

Patrols are carried out one night each week, but reports 
are also written in respect of vehicles spotted at other times, 
and a copy of each goes to the driver’s head office. Obser- 
vations are made regarding speed, distance between vehicles, 
driving and safety equipment. 

Each of the cars used in this work has, at the rear, a 
reflecting panel carrying the words “Trucking Industry 
Safety Patrol.” 

It is stated that already the scheme has proved a tremen- 
dous influence in reminding drivers that they have a good 
reputation to uphold, whilst accidents have decreased notice- 
ably, although they were already well below the rate for cars 
in relation to miles travelled 


Magnetic Mapboards 
OLLECTION and delivery work in a large city is 
inevitably intricate and its day-to-day organization ‘s 
often dependent on the local knowledge of a few highly 
specialized and almost irreplaceable personnel 
As a corollary to the increased efficiency which can be 
achieved on the road by use of radio control, it is claimed 
by an American materials handling consultant that corres- 
ponding improvements can be effected in traffic organiza- 
tion by the use of a magnetic mapboard. This consists of 
a large-scale map of the city or area, about 5 ft. in length, 
mounted on a steel sheet and marked off in grid lines to 
facilitate rapid location. Rectangular and round magnetic 
markers indicate vehicles and collection points respectively. 
Because of the rapid visualization of the changing posi- 
tion, the proportion of drivers allocated to any particular 
area can be adjusted to the volume of current collections 
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rather than on a strictly geographical ratio or relative to 
previous traffic

CENSUS REVEALS’ TRAFFIC 
INCREASE ON MAIN ROADS 
TRAFFIC census conducted by the 
Ministry of Transport showed that 

between August 12 and 17, last year, 
the number of vehicles using trunk and 
Class 1 14 per -cent. higher 
than in the corresponding week of 1957 
The increase in heavy. goods vehicles was 
6 per cent 

Counts were taken at 100 points in the 
census, which was the third of a series 
of annual checks to determine traffic 
trends. It is estimated that during that 
week goods vehicles accounted for about 
23 per cent. of the total traffic on 
weekdays 

Some 48 per cent. of the travel was on 
urban roads and 52 per cent. on 
roads. Trunk roads carried 43 per cent 
(3.11 m. vehicle miles), although they 
comprise only 30 per of the 
mileage of trunk and Class 1 roads 

During the year. the Road Research 
Laboratory out a continuous 
using automatic counters at 
50 points.

He adopted a cautious attitude towards 
unorthodox double-deckers, such as those 
with engines at the The latest 
forward-engined double-decker had a 
seating capacity of 72 passengers, and 
there appeared to be much to commend 
it. The advantages of a standardized and 
proved chassis were to be found in free- 
dom from teething troubles, compliance 
with established maintenance procedures 
and immediate acceptance by operating 
and maintenance staff. 

At best, scope for the economic employ- 
ment for maximum-capacity double- 
deckers was restricted. In most cases, to 
use them full-time implied a_ reduc- 
tion in basic frequency which would 
undoubtedly have a disastrous effect on 
traffic, except perhaps where the headway 
was extremely close 


Doubts on Big Double-deckers 

If the réle of the maximum-capacity 
double-decker was in peak operation, it 
indicated a reversal of the long-estab- 
lished practice of employing newer 
vehicles on the longest duties and accen- 
tuated the problem of spreading a high 
capital over a low annual mile- 
age. The position would be aggravated if 
such vehicles operationally more 
expensive because of increased weight and 
greater complication. The 27-ft.-long, 
rear-engined double-decker was by no 
means dead. 

Mr. MacKenzie. wondered why integral 
construction in British passenger vehicles 
had disappeared. It reduced capital cost, 
weight and fuel consumption, “ and oper- 
ators in the constant § search for 
economy should be prepared to adjust 
their outlook and their repair practice 
where, as in this case, more economical 
operation will result.” 

Experiments with turbochargers did not 
indicate an immediate promise of 
success, but the employment of a turbine 
unit to drive the non-timed engine 
wxiliaries might produce a_ useful 
mprovement in fuel consumption. In 
1 typical underfloor engine the auxiliaries 
ibsorbed about 8.5 per cent. of horse- 
power. 

Mr. MacKenzie welcomed air suspen- 
sion. He hoped, however, that an air 
compressor could be produced to deal 
solely with the air suspension system, so

He asked why, within 20 years, prices 
of bodywork had risen by at least 250 per 
cent., whereas chassis prices had advanced 
by no more than some 150 per cent.

There must be a higher standard 
of co-operation between chassis manu- 
facturers and bodybuilders, so that 
together they might produce buses which 
not only met the operator's requirements 
but satisfied the passenger. 

Examining fares and costs, -Mr. 
MacKenzie foresaw that further econo- 
mies might be made in both materials 
and labour in maintenance. The policy 
of replacing parts only when actually 
required now seemed to be capable of 
use in even the largest undertaking. 

Unions Obstruct Savings 

Night work must be reduced to a 
minimum. More mechanical cleaning of 
vehicle exteriors was justified and there 
would be renewed interest in the cyclone 
type of interior cleaner, already widely 
used in America. Some savings from 
simplified office procedure could be 
expected. Larger one-man buses would 
be brought into use, and possibly some 
crush-loaders. It was, however, regret- 
table that the unions should seek to 
obstruct efforts to reduce costs. 

He thought that the industry had been 
too modest in its publicity, It must pro- 
claim loudly the success of its efforts to 
keep fares low. The price advantage in 
favour of the bus, as compared with the 
car, would increase substantially when 
“the price mechanism is brought into 
play to control the problem of the parked 
vehicle.” 

Coach passengers on motorway routes 
would look for improved standards of 
service and comfort, including possibly 
the provision of toilet and snack facilities 
on vehicles. Seating capacities and the 
ability to earn revenue would, therefore, 
tend to be reduced, and should be offset 
by allowing vehicles to be built to a 
length of at least 35 ft. 

The Minister of Transport was 
sympathetic to such a development, as 
exemplified by the authorization of single- 
deck trolleybuses 34 ft. 6 in. long in the 
built-up areas of Glasgow. The provision 
of suitable vehicles for motorway services 
would make an important contribution to 
the economic operation of road passenger 
transport. 

A speed substantially in excess of 
40 m.p.h. should be allowed also for 
public service vehicles on roads, other 
than motorways, with dual carriageways.

14 Councils Lose Fares Appeals 


HE Minister of Transport has dis- 

missed appeals by 14 South Wales 
local authorities against the grant of 
higher fares on stage services to 13 
operators. In his decision announced on 
Wednesday, he disagreed with a conten- 
tion of thé appellants that some of the 
applicants had submitted unreliable esti- 
mates of receipts, expenditure and profits, 
and had erred in both the amounts 
allowed for depreciation and the method 
of calculating them. 

He said the amounts for depreciation 
were fair. The important factor was 
the total amount required to allow for 
replacing or renewing an operator's assets, 
so that his services might be satisfactorily 
maintained. Fares should include reason- 
able provision for this purpose. It did 
not matter whether the amount was set 
aside either by way of depreciation or by 
retained profits put to reserve. 

Objectors would be entitled to criticize 
extravagant provision for replacement if 
such a policy demanded higher fares, but 
this was not to say that an operator 
could not properly replace existing 
vehicles by others of a better or more 
modern type. In the present case, pro- 
vision for replacing assets was not 
excessive. 

The third ground of appeal was that 
the South Wales Traffic Commissioners 
should not have increased from 7d. to Is. 


the minimum single fare for three- 
monthly season tickets. 

After the inquiry into the appeals by 
Sir Maurice Holmes had closed, 
Llantrisant and Llantwit Fardre Rural 
District Council made representations to 
the Minister on observations by the Com- 
missioners regarding their decision 
relating to three-monthly tickets issued 
by the Rhondda Transport Co., Ltd. 

The Commissioners said their decision 
to adopt the Is. single fare was related 
to the distance (six miles) passengers 
could travel in 1952 for the minimum 
fare on which three-monthly tickets were 
then issued.

A PROPOSED bus link between

At 
present, Carmichael ran from Kilsyth to 
Condorrat picking up workers for the 
factory who then had to change. There 
was a big demand for a through service.

Farrell pointed out that the company ran 
a special works service from Kilsyth at 
7.25 a.m. and from Cumbernauld at 
p.m., both within five minutes of 
the times which Carmichael proposed.

Special export stillages could undoubtedly be developed 
for some types of traflic which would facilitate double 
stacking on the ferry vehicles and thus provide a means 
for exporting two similar loads for the freightage charged 
for a single load.

Locating the Stillage 


ideally it should be possible to “ collect * the body stillage 
as easily as a tractor is coupled to a semi-trailer. It would 
be imperative to develop some simple means for guiding 
the stillage frame into the correct position if the chassis 
were out of centre by several inches transversely or longi 
tudinally. A substantial chassis-mounted pin, guided by a 
spring-loaded funnel member into a socket on the stillage, 
could be used to locate the body longitudinally. Clamping 
gear could take the form of contracting socket rings acting 
on the chassis pin and on additional body-mounted pins at 
the rear 

The most difficult problem, particularly with regard to 
weight, cost and safety, would be the development of suit 
able support legs. In

Wheel-arches a Problem 


The case of the van and passenger-body stillage with 
wheel-arches offers a particular problem if wastage of pay 
load capacity is to be avoided. If the floor of a stillage 
were below the level of the tyres, the increased clearance 
required when the vehicle was being backed under the 
stillage would preclude the use of a standard air-suspension

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Did the R.H.A. Make a Bad Bargain? 


Asks Ralph Cropper, M.Sc. (Econ.), B.A., A.M.Inst.T. 


Agreement with Railways in 1945 on Normal User May Have Gone Too Far and 
May Prejudice Individual Members’ Interests 


ITH the Transport Tribunal’s decisions on normal 
W user to fortify them, the railways now hold a spear 
poised at the heart of every haulier in the country 
Having, by dint of constant pressure of objections, made 
B licences difficult to obtain and severely restricted in thet 
conditions, the railways have now increased their attack on 
A-licensees 
They have never cared for the apparent freedom which 
Section 2 of the 1933 Act seemed to give to the A-licence 
holder in permitting him to use his vehicles “for the 
carriage of goods for hire or reward.” It gave them little 
control over the freedom of the 
clause on normal facilities offered 
Although for many years it did not 
yield any spectacular results, in the past year or so, as a 
result of the Tong, Knight and Hesketh appeals, it has 
been invoked in a way that has shaken the industry. 
This question of normal facilities arises in the first place 
from Section 5 (1) (c) of the 1933 Act, which says: 
“(1) A person applying for a licence shall submit to 
the licensing authority a statement in the prescribed 


form

Origin of Road-Rail Committees 

For years railway advocates, in opposing A-licence appli 
cations, have tried to invoke this clause to limit the licences.

Then followed the attempts by the railways to 
find a method of living with the haulage industry, embodied 
in the setting up of the Road and Rail Central Conference 
The most important outcome of this conference, so far as 
hauliers are concerned, was the formation of the Road-Rai!

Tied to Normal User 


t was to be the basis of the arrangements between road 
and rail that road transport operators would adhere to 
their normal facilities. The fact that an operator attended 
a road-rail committee meeting and reached an agreement 
there implied, declared the booklet, that he would make 
“no substantial change in the agreed normal operations 
during the currency of the licence.” It even went on to 
make provision for certain penalties and proceedings to be 
taken if it were discovered that such an operator was 
operating outside his normal user. 

There were other references to normal operations in the 
booklet, too numerous to mention here; but the general 
upshot of them all was to attempt to fix the normal facili- 
ties of each operator, with the purpose of preventing any 
change and any flexibility. 

This, then, was the bargain that the railways were 
prepared to agree to at that time: they would not oppose 
renewals (unless there was substantial change), in return 
for which they expected a narrow definition of normal 
operations and to enjoy the full support of the R.H.A. in 
such a policy. For more than 10 years this concordat has 
gone on, and broadly the arrangements have functioned in 
the way set out in the “ Agreed Joint Procedure,” without 
any major issue being raised and without disturbance 

Harrying Applicants 

In that period the railways showed that they were still 
ilive to the importance of the matter. Even if they did 
not use normal operations on renewal applications, they 
called in the clause on “ variation” applications. Its most 
frequent use was to embarrass an applicant, such as when 
the railways were able to show that the work that an 
ipplicant stated he was now doing was different from the 
work previously described by him as his normal facilities 
In some cases this was sufficient to prevent that application 
being granted; but the operator was not running the risk 
of the loss of a licence, 

In the past year or so the issue has been resurrected, not 
by the railways, but by individual members of the industry 
The Tong, Knight and Hesketh cases were all taken io 
appeal by the applicants, and not by the railways. All 
three applicants had the support of the R.H.A. What, 
then, is the attitude of the R.H.A. on this topic? Do they 
want the concordat with the railways brought to an end? 


This is one of those curious situations where the interest 
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of the individual operator, when he is acting in a group, 
such as in the R.H.A. with other operators, is contrary to 
his interest when he is acting alone. On his own, he wants 
room for expansion, for variation of activities according 
to the inducements offering, for change in order to keep 
abreast of changing economic conditions. In the group, 
the common interest of all members is to stop everyone 
from change, from progress, from any development which 
might cause consternation to other operators; their safest 
course, always, is to let sleeping dogs lie. 

But the group must remember that it is made up of the 
individual members. Every operator has need, from time 
to time, to change his activities. Economic progress goes 
on and the haulage industry always has to keep pace with it. 

It was a big inducement in 1945 when the railways 
offered to stop their opposition to renewals without sub- 
stantial modification. But it may be that the agreement 
made in return by the haulage industry went too far. The 
promise by the R.H.A. at that time to encourage the 
stabilization of normal activities was too big a price. 

It is the railways’ nature to be stabilized, to be tied to 
fixed methods, to be conservative; their whole operational 
framework is so obviously rigid, tied to their railway 
tracks. In contrast, road transport has prided itself on its 
flexibility and virility. In large measure its very existence 
depends on its ability to keep pace with the moving pattern 
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work to the C-licensee. 

if the industry, and the R.H.A. in particular, is entering 
on a period of fresh thinking on the dangers of allowing 
the doctrines of normal activities to become too restrictive, 
that is indeed a good and welcome development. It can 
well be suggested that the cases of Tong, Hesketh and 
Knight were possibly not the best to be selected for 
support. In all three there had been a thorough change in 
normal activities between one renewal and the next. 
Moreover, as the Transport Tribunal said in one case, it 
was not so much the change in itself that came in for 
stricture; it was the complete abandonment of the former 
work that was to be condemned. In one of the cases the 
Tribunal found that the applicants had been “ guilty of a 
wholesale and continuous departure from the declarations 
on the faith of which they had obtained the lieences.” 

The cases to be selected for support should be those 
where it can be shown how necessary it is for transport to 
be in a position to adapt itself to the changes of industry. 
The most important point of all is for the industry not to 
fight within itself on this matter. Operators must take the 
longer and broader view, and remember that the time 1s 
bound to come when they need the greater latitude that 
can be secured only by freedom to adjust and adapt the 
description of normal operations.

Change in Regulations 

There was, he thought, some reason for 
this technical requirement when the regu 
lation was made, but it excluded the use 
of both front wheels for “ emergency ” 
braking and would apparently admit 
braking of either the two near-side 
wheels or the two off-side wheels of four- 
wheeled vehicles, which would be highly 
undesirab’*! It was understood that this 
particular regulation was to be amended 
and that similar instances could be found 
in the regalations of other countries. 

In the U.S.A., although each State 
made its own laws concerning the con- 
struction and use of vehicles, there was 
a National Committee on Uniform Traffic 
Laws and Ordinances, which published a 
code as a guide to the State legislators 
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to secure safety, but was free of technical 
formule or specifications which might 
hamper design development or free 
competition. 

Mr. Woodbridge was speaking on 
standardization “Standards and stan- 
dardization . . . should,” he said, “ always 
be drawn up in such a way that they serve 
the industry and never attempt to master 
it. They should, as far as possible, be 
prepared and used on a voluntary basis.” 

Impressive results were achieved by 
the kind of standardization formulated by 
the S.M.M. and T. For instance, a range 
of 186 items of electrical equipment was 
reduced to 26. Mounting dimensions for 
shock absorbers were also standardized 
to permit interchangeability, and the types 
were reduced from 222 to 56 

Although British Standards Institution 
standards were employed by the motor 
industry wherever available and suitable, 
it was not always possible to prepare a 
standard which would be acceptable to 
several industries. It was then that an 
industry prepared its own standards. 
This was the motor industry’s policy and 
the S.M.M. and T. had _ prepared 
standards for rubbers, leathercloths, 
gasket materials and so forth 

One of the most important factors in 
the process of development had been the 
progress in the science of metrology, as 
developed by such organizations as the 
National Physical Laboratory. Not long 
ago, the micrometer was considered a 
fine instrument, but now measuring 
instruments which automatically checked 


Mr. Woodbridge pointed out that some 
people had the idea that if an industry 
or group prepared a standard it might 
constitute a restrictive trade practice. 
whereas if a body such as the BS.I 
did so, it was in the public interest 
Standards in the motor industry certainly 
did not constitute restrictive practices 

In the handbook, “ Standards for the 
British Automobile Industry,” it was 
clearly stated that all standards and so 
forth in that book were entirely advisory. 
A similar notice appeared in the hand- 
book of the American Society of 
Automotive Engineers 


1.8.0. Recommendations 

Referring to the International 
Organization for Standardization, Mr 
Woodbridge said that this body had no 
legislative power and was not likely to 
publish many, if any, international stan- 
dards, because to do so_ required 
unanimous agreement. The organization 
was important. however, because it made 
recommendations that were frequently 
adopted by national standards organiza- 
tions when drawing up their own 
standards, by the Economic Commission 
for Europe’s working party on the con- 
struction of vehicles, and by governments 
when drawing up regulations. 

He quoted the example of. coupling 
gears for articulated vehicles, citing the 
S.A.E. standard which had also been 
adopted by the S.M.M. and T. organiza- 
tions in other countries, and had now 
been accepted by the I1S.0. for

LTHOUGH transport has always suffered from a 
surfeit of planners, they have never been so thick 


on the ground as at present. Even the Conservatives, 


who for the most part have been glad to give the subject 
a year or two’s rest, are now beginning to say that some- 


thing ought 


to be done. A group of them has been credited 
1 proposal to denationalize the railways, and to sell 
back to private ownership all the remaining assets of the 
British Transport Commission. Confronted with reports 
to this during the debate on the Transport 
(Borrowing Powers) Bill in the House of Commons last 
month, the Conservative M.P.s concerned made an emphatic 
denial, as though they had been accused of a crime. The 
rumours have not More will be heard of 
the ideas from the Right Wing, although they are likely 
to be less extreme than the original report 

There will then be available plans to suit practically 
every colour in the political spectrum, and everybody will 
be happy, except perhaps those people actually engaged 
in transport. It may not be a coincidence that, soon after 
the debate in Parliament, there came from several different 
spokesmen in the industry a demand for a transport 
inquiry 

Another towards an inquiry is the lack of 
assurance in the manifold proposals to solve the transport 
problem. They are strewn with question marks. The 
Conservative M.P.s to whom I have referred have hastened 
to repudiate the proposal laid at their door, and this could 
mean that one or two of them have been airing opinions 
on which they are as yet by no means certain. 

The Labour party are also full of doubts. They may 
seem at first to have maintained a consistent, even mono- 
lithic, policy of renationalization with a minimum of 
compensation. But close examination shows that their con- 
sistency does not go much further. In an interview published 
by the journal of the Road Haulage Association, Mr. 
Ernest Davies, M.P., the most considerable transport expert 
on the Labour side, seems to be positive on scarcely any- 
thing, although it is made clear that he was speaking 
personally and not for his party

Railway workers, the booklet continues, pay attention 
first of all to their wages. If the railways cannot pay their 
way on a commercial basis, the workers would like them 
to be subsidized for any public responsibilities they under- 
take. The taxpayers include all the preceding sections of 
the public, plus the people who may make no use of the 
railways. If there is a subsidy, somebody will have a 
grievance, for taxpayers will not contribute in proportion 
to the direct benefits they receive. 

Possibly with a sigh of thankfulness, P.E.P. shut the 
door firmly on these militant and quarrelsome divisions 
of the community. The decision whether the railways are 
to function purely as a commercial undertaking or should 
continue to provide a public service, says the booklet, is a 
political decision that must be made in the light of general 
social service policies. 


Bill of Fare 

Then, and only then, do P.E.P. rather nervously present 
the bill of fare. First, it might be decided to abandon 
completely any practices not strictly commercial. As a 
result, the railways might reduce their activities, with 
redundancy among railway workers and some loss of 
service by users. This first item presupposes that the rail- 
ways would no longer be called upon to fulfil social 
functions without counting the cost 

Second on the P.E.P. list, a compromise could be made 
between a commercial undertaking and a public service, 
with the limits of each clearly defined. This would mean 
payment of a subsidy for any service that an impartial 
public authority considered essential, but that could not 
be run at a profit. Third, the railways could be given a 
general subsidy. The fourth solution would be to nationa- 
lize road haulage and long-distance C-licence operation. 

Only on the third proposal have P.E.P. allowed them- 
selves a definite opinion. They oppose a general railway 
subsidy because it would not be sufficiently selective of the 
services that ought to be kept regardless of cost. ‘“ Above 
all, a subsidy without a policy must be avoided,” is the 
last sentence of the booklet, but it does not venture to 
choose between the other solutions. It does no more than 
pose familiar questions. Do the Government wish 
unremunerative services to be continued? If so, how is it 
proposed to finance them? 

Mr. G. W. Quick Smith provided a similar interrogative 
peroration to his recent paper on the history of road 
haulage since the introduction ef the licensing system. A 
former secretary of a road transport association, and now 
a member of the Board of Management of B.R.S., Mr. 
Quick Smith should know, if anybody does, what ought 
to be done. He appears, like everyone else, to have got 
little further than the questions. “Since the Salter con 
ference,” he says, “the whole situation has changed so 
rapidly that fresh thinking is surely called for.” 

In the interests of fresh thinking, he proceeds to set an 
examination paper without even pretending to know the 
answers. Are road hauliers paying in taxation too much 
or too little towards their track costs? What is the effect 
on comparative road-rail costs of the switch from tax-free 
coal to tax-free diesel oil? Is there lack of progress 
towards co-ordination because it is undesirable or imprac- 
ticable? And so it goes on until a public inquiry seems the 
only possible remedy. *

How the Tables of Opera- 
ting Costs Can Be Used to 
Assess Fleet Efficiency) 


WHERE THE MONEY GOES 


HERE are two main purposes in the publication of 

“* The Commercial Motor’ Tables of Operating Costs ~ 

and this weekly series of articles on costing. In addition 
to assisting those with little knowledge of commercial-vehicle 
costing, they are also of use to established operators as a 
means for comparison with their own results. 

Information thus obtained encourages re-assessment not only 
of costing methods, but also of the efficiency of operation. 
Running costs present the most obvious and immediate avenue 
for investigation, and for possible economies, for example, in 
such items as fuel and tyre costs. Expenditure on servicing 
and repairs falls in the same category, although any decision 
1s to change would necessarily be more long-term in effect 

Inquiries received by The Commercial Motor for information 
on various aspects of mdicate, however, that the 
*Tables” are used in work other than transport operation. 
Insurance companies, for example, may wish to check 
of-use claims” by customers, or traders may be weighing the 
merits of hiring as opposed to ancillary operation 

On several occasions [| have been asked to explain the 
relative proportions of the 10 items of operating costs. This 
need may arise during vehicle selection. With the necessary 
information, the propective purchaser would be more able to 
assess the cconomic advantage of a particular specification 
With the same objective, but at an earlier stage, the designer 
may find such information useful when deciding on the final 
specification of proposed new models 

As with all comparisons of commercial-vehicle costing, 
however, long practical experience is invaluable if the right 
judgment is to be made. Differing types of operating condition 
and traffic must obviously affect both the amount of costs and 
their respective relativity

Three Types 

1 have had these qualifications in mind in calculating the 
operating costs of three types of vehicle at appropriate weekly 
mileages. They are a I-ton petrol-cngined van operating 200 
miles per week; a 10-ton articulated oiler covering 800 miles 
per week, and a staff car in the 1,000 c.c. category averaging 
300 miles per week 

With an average initial cost of £850 and an unladen weight 
of 1 ton 9 cwt., the licence duty payable on the |-tonner would 
be £20 a year, or 8s. per week. It will be assumed that an 
adult driver is employed, operating in a grade | area, with a 
resulting wage for a 44-hour week of £8 19s. This amount 
includes allowance for insurance contributions and holidays 
with pay. 

Rent and rates are nominally assessed at 8s. per week, and 
vehicle insurance at 8s. 8d., based on an annual premium of 
£21 10s. applicable to C-licence operation in a medium-risk 
district. dnterest at 3 per cent. on the initial outlay adds a

further 10s. 2d. to the 
£10 13s. 10d 

Based on an average weekly mileage of 200, these five items 
of standing costs, per mile, would be: Licences, 0.48d.; wages, 
10.74d.; rent and rates, 0.48d.: insurance, 0.52d., and interest, 
0.61d. Total, 12.83d 

In calculating fuel costs, it will be assumed that supplies are 
purchased in bulk at 3s. 9d. per gallon. Normally an average 
of 18 m.p.g. would be allowed, but this will be increased by 
10 per cent. to allow for the start-and-stop work which the 
low average of 200 miles per week implies. Fuel cost per mile 
is therefore 2.75d., whilst lubricants are assessed at 0.19d. 

With a set of tyres costing around £60 and having a mileage 
life of 20,000, tyre costs will be 0.72d. a mile. Maintenance is 
reckoned at 1.43d. per mile.

Residual Value 


To calculate depreciation the cost of the original tyres is 
deducted from the cost price of the vehicle, leaving a balance 
of £790. After deducting a further £100 as the estimated 
residual value, £690 remains to be written off. With a vehicle 
life of 125,000 miles the depreciation cost per mile would be 
1.32d. As with fuel costs, however, an adjustment is made to 
allow for some measure of obsolescence resulting from the low 
mileage. This is arbitrarily assessed at 10 per cent., making 
the total depreciation cost per mile 1.45d 

The total for the five items of running costs is, therefore, 
6.54d., which, when added to the total standing cost per mile 
of 12.83d., gives a total operating cost per mile of 19.374. 
Converting the 10 items into percentages, they then read: 
Licences, 2.48; wages, 55.45: rent and rates, 2.48; insurance, 
2.68; interest, 3.15; fuel, 14.21; lubricants, 0.98; tyres, 3.71; 
maintenance, 7.38, and depreciation, 7.48. Total standing costs 
are thus 66.24 per cent. of the total operating costs and running 
costs are 33.76 per cent. 

This comparatively high ratio of standing costs to running 
costs is caused, of course, by the low weekly mileage and 
emphasizes again the importance of this factor. Because of 
the repeated omission of any indication of the average mileage, 
many requests for advice on costing cannot be satisfactorily 
answered without further correspondence: the information is 
vital to any reasonably accurate estimate. After wages, it will 
be noted that fuel is nearly double the percentage of any other 
item and savings which can be effected are relatively important. 

The 10-ton articulated oiler is reckoned to cost £3,170 com- 
plete. With an unladen weight of 4 tons 7 cwt. the annual 
licence duty would be £65, or 26s. per week. Wages will be 
assumed to be in the 5-10-ton payload category—£9 6s. 3d. a 
week. Rent and rates are increased to 13s. per week because of 
the overall length of the outfit, whilst the annual premium for

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Big Opportunities for Road 
Transport Overseas 


are only at the beginning of the 
development of road transport in 
stated Dr. R. S 
Millard, head of the tropical section of 
the Road Research Laboratory, when he 
addressed the Royal Society of Arts on 
the subject in London yesterday 

Ihe great period of colonial expansion 
in the 19th century coincided with the 
development of the steam train, and it 
was natural that railways should be 
employed to open up new territories 
Few people expected that the growth of 
road transport would become one of the 
main forces in and 
development 

Since then the line of evolution of 
overland goods transport had divided 
Its main stream had led to the develop- 
ment of compact lorry and trailer units 
used for long- and short-distance haulage 
over well-made roads A subsidiary 
stream had produced such vehicles as the 
Sno-Cat, the Swamp-skipper, and huge 
overland trains with large low-pressure 
tyres—vehicles of outstanding mobility 
under special conditions. but of little 
practical value in normal commerce. 


Big Growth of Vehicles 


Growth in the use of vehicles had 
greatly accelerated since the war. Typical 
increases had been in Uganda, where in 
1948 there were 7,257 vehicles and in 
1957 33,379, and in British Guiana, 
where the rise between these years had 
been from 3,190 to 14,006. The number 
of vehicles in most overseas territories 
had recently been going up each year by 
17-25 per cent. and the number of 
vehicle-miles probably by 15 
per cent 

Since the road construction had 
taken the largest single share of Colonial 
Development funds, some £32m. out of 
a total of £177m. being allotted up to 
the beginning of 1958. The great poten- 
tial of electric power being developed in 
Africa, the generation of electricity from 
atomic power and the ultimate limit on 
the world’s oil resources all pointed to a 
gradual change from the oil engine to 
the electric motor in inland transport, 
ind this suggested a new lease of life for 
the railways.

But, Dr. Millard, added, the advantages 
of independent transport units which 
could travel anywhere over a wide net- 
work of roads was such that the develop- 
ment of electricity as the normal 
propulsion for road vehicles was almost 
certain.

Most of the return on money spent 
stemmed from the increased facility with 
which traffic moved, and from reduced 
journey times.

generated. This undoubtedly made it 
difficult to find funds for new highways 
the assumption was that the traffic must 
first be there to justify new works 
Nevertheless the benefits to existing 
traffic from road improvements were 
great, especially where bituminous 
surfaces were laid down. The improve- 
ment of a dry-season road to an all- 
weather bitumen-surfaced road could 
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reduce vehicle operating costs by 6d 
mile. 

Dr. Millard digressed on the subject of 
the poor maintenance which some 
vehtcles received and which 
shortened their life. Annual registration 
figures in Nigeria showed that each year 
one in five vehicles was scrapped 

E. K. Hawkins had observed that the 
average age of commercial vehicles in 
use in Nigeria was 2.6 years, and ascribed 
the difference between the average age 
in the north, 3.3 years, and in the east 
and west, 1.9-2.3 years, partly to the fact

Haulage 
Association, has joined Mr. R. B. Brittain, 
chairman, the rates and carriers’ liability 
committee of the Association, in attacking 
the Transport Tribunal’s decision in the 
Weaver case. 

As reported in The Commercial Motor 
last week, Mr. Brittain severely criticized 
the Tribunal’s acceptance of a rate of 10s 
an hour as sufficient for a 6-ton tipper 
on municipal haulage. In a statement to

Mr. Irwin said that a_ Licensing 
Authority could hardly grant a contract-A 
licence on an application for a B licence. 
Moreover, the Ministry of Transport 
leaflet G9/23, containing guidance for 
applicants for contract-A__ licences, 
suggested that a properly drawn-up con- 
tract, binding both parties and setting out 
the financial arrangements, including a 
minimum gross overall payment or a 
minimum tonnage of traffic, should be 
submitted to the Licensing Authority. 

“In the case of every council tende: 
form that I have seen,” said Mr. Irwin, 
“ the haulier offers to supply transport at 
a certain price, but the council do not 
undertake that they will give him any 
work at all, let alone a reasonable year's 
work. In fact, it is reported that a certain

muscle-in on traffics that are 
being adequately catered for.”
